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AN OLD ERROR 
R/ Ursula Heckman's article "Kieferorthopfdische Behandlungsgerute" 
(Orthodontic treatment appliances) in Deutsche Stomatologie, 
9:851-858 Oct. 1959, repeats an old error in the historical section. 
An illustration of an orthodontic appliance is labeled "Fauchard's 
1728" and is ascribed to the German version of Angle's Malocclusion’: 
of the Teeth. Angle asserted, and Weinberger repeated the statement, 
that Fauchard introduced the expansion arch and practiced epansion 
of the dental arch. The illustration given is actually that of Bourdet 
(1757). Angle's statement’was corrected in a report to the I.A.D.R. 
in 1949 (George B. Denton, "The Origin of Expansion in Orthodontic 
Treatment."28:660 J. D. Res. December 1949). It was there pointed out 
that Fauchard's appliance consisted of a short piece of metal which 
never extended over more than four teeth and hence could in no sense 
have expanded the arch. It was also emphasized that none ofthe 18th 
century practitioners attempted to expand the arch. Instead, they re- 
duced the tooth substance, by filing and extraction, so that it could 
be accommodated in the existing arch. The principle of expansion was 
probably first stated by John Hunter in 1771 and the first appliances
